LLP, whose power 
of attorney was revoked bv the assignee?

On July 5, 2002 , Applicants responded to the requirement for restriction and at page 2 stated: 

The Examiner should note the papers filed herein on July 12, 
2001 (address change to the undersigned) aud the power of attorney to the 
undersigned, which was filed by facsimile to Group 1700 Customer 
Service on July 5, 2002. The Examiner's courtesy in ensuring updated 
PTO records so all communications are timely directed to the attention of 
the undersigned is respectfully acknowledged in advance* 

Applicant filed a revocation of power of attorney herein on July 5, 2002 - more than three 
months ago - via fax to 703-872-9309. Another copy thereof is enclosed. 
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Applicants representative filed an address change on July 12. 2001, copy attached showing PTO 
mail room stamp. 

The cock (rooster) has crowed more than three times, so this matter is beyond Biblical proportions. 

Or, for those more sensitive to the political ramifications of this issue, namely any policy wonks in 
Crystal City, with the PTO web site encouraging faxing to the PTO and the by now countless, expensive 
road shows featuring speakers selling the PTO*s 21 st Century e^patenting initiatives, it is curious indeed 
that something as simple as a revocation and power of attorney has no apparent effect, whether filed by 
hand or fax'd to the PTO*s preferred fax numbers (see web site). (Indeed, one might be forgiven for being 
more than skeptical of the puffery since the word is out that when Congress re-convenes following the 
November 2002 mid-term elections, legislation will be introduced to mulct us for excessive fees - with the 
10-20% diversion to the general treasury.) 

All this yammering aside, Applicants really would be most grateful if the PTO would acknowledge 
that the records have been corrected to show the lawful address, phone and fax numbers for Applicant's 
representative. The favor of an explanation for why the records still require correction despite the proven, 
proper, prior efforts by Applicant' s representative would be appreciated.
